ohn Jones Decides to Destroy Him­ 
self by Drowning in the 
St. Joseph River. 


RESCUED BY THE BOAT’S CREW 


Ho la Afflicted With Dallrlum Tre- 
m sns andOccuplva a Coll In 
the County Jail. 


A tragical scene attended the arrival 
from Chicago of tho steamer City of 
Louisville at the Graham & Morton 
docks 1q St. Joseph yesterday morning. 
The deck hands had scarcely got the 
gang plank in position when a well- 
dressed gentleman, one of the passen­ 
gers, walked out upon it and deliber­ 
ately plunged Into the water. 


The members of the steamer’s crew, 
the only persons who witnessed the act 
were horrified. Upon recovering from 
the momentary shock they hurried to 
rcscuo the man, who was floundering 
about in the icy .waters between the 
steamer’s side and the dock. Tho man 
hud evidently intended to let 
the 
water« close above him, but the sud 
den contact with the freezing element 
had brought him to his sonses and he 
eugorly grasped the rope that was 
ptiHHoil to film from above. 


He was lifted to the gang plank, but 
was so exhausted that he could not 
stand unaided. He quivered like an 
as|ien leaf from contact with the cold 
water and his condition was pitiable. 
Drs. Burke and Scott were called and in 
the meantime he was carried into a 
state ro m on tho boat and his clothing 
remove 
and blankets wrapped about 
him. The physicians promptly arrived 
and aided in making tho half-drowned 
and half-frozen man comfortable. 


The would-be suicide was very 
i- 
eent and only after repeated requ ts 
was he induced to reveal tils na e 
which he said was Jno. Jones. 
He 
did not deny that he intended to des 
troy himself and would not unfold his 
reason for desiring to die. 


From his actions yesterday Jones is 
believed to be a hard -drinker and at 
present has a touch of delirium tre- 
iuens. He created a scene on board the 
Louisville yesterday by declaring that 
his attendants meant to roast him alive. 
Chief of Police Whitney took charge 
of him last night and took him over to 
the county jail.

The story says they killed twenty of 
the wounded and then burned the hos­ 
pital.

Tho Jewish population in Jernsslem 
is said to be about 12,000, and it is 
steadily increasing. I entered two of the 
synagogues, but their dirtiness, poverty, 
and bareness, and the absence of beauty 
and taste in tiieir decoration, formed a 
great contrast to both Christian and 
Mohammedan edifices. The Jews, hoW' 
ever, make one uioit remarkable dem- 
i 
nstration in Jerusalem every week. On 
’Viday evening, just before the begin­ 
ning of the Jewish Sabbath, they repair 
in great uuniiters to a spot facing a 
piece of tho old wall, and there bewail 
the fato> that has overtaken the Holy 
City. The **wallers,” as they are some* 
what rudely called by Euglisli visitors, 
iiiolnde Jews of every class and every 
age. fkinie I saw wore rich and costly 
gaberdines, and others the saino |ar- 
went pf more common material. There 
were Jews uf nearly every nationality, 
including Russia and Poland, and many 
of them wore thn lovelock which is pe> 
cnliar to the children of the tribd of 
Benjamin. 


A more impressive and pathetic sight 
it would be imiMWMible to Imagine. The 
whole company stand with their faces to 
the wall, and tliey chant, not togetlier, 
but eucli one for himself or herself, a 
litany of lament over the fate of the 
City of David., Tho litany Is in Hebrew, 
and every one present had with him tho 
Hebrew prayer book. Thero is no unison 
or harmony in tiiis tocitatiou of sorrow 
and humiliation. Each one as he arrives 
begins to deliver his lamentation, bend­ 
ing frequently to the wall, which he be­ 
lieves to be a remnant of the old elty. 
While the “ wailing” is at its height, 
one hoars a general, confuscd, but pene­ 
trating hole of wue. Of the intense sin- 
oerity of jbis weekly servioe there can 
be no doubt. Many of those who take 
part in it are deeply moved. Some of 
the men and nearly all the women (for 
women also take part in it) were shed­ 
ding tears. The Turks, no doubt, view 
the performan^ with complacent soorn, 
but in its combination of patriotism and 
religion it affwda a striking testluoiiy 
of the vitality of the Jewish racti—«

The pruliabllity of Olney being able 
to keep his word is great. Tiie situation 
in congress may l)o summcil up us fol­ 
lows: In the senate the re.solution can 
be "talked to death" unless those ad­ 
vocating it determine on a test of phys­ 
ical endurance, in which they are by 
no means certain to win. In the hou.se 
the speaker and a m ajority uf Uio.s«t 
who run the liusiiiess of that body are 
opposed tl» any 
interfcrenee a t this 
time in Cuba. W hat effe«;t Olney*« bold 
statem ent may have is pr«il)lenuitical. It 
is said it has already made radU'uls of 
certain 
conservative 
representatives, 
and by some it is thought posslblu tliat 
the house may take the bit in its teeth 
and override Jteed and the other m an­ 
agers and pass the resolution. Tlien, 
If a veto followed and the veto was of 
no avail, would begin the great light. 


The argum ent of the men wlu» are 
astonished and startled a t the doctrine 
enunciated by Olney is based on the 
constitution. 
P articular attention is 
called to the paragraph of the eighth 
section of the first article of the ctinsti 
tion, which declares that congress shall 
Siave power " to make all laws which 
shall be necessary and proper for car­ 
rying Into ttxeculion tlie foregoing pow­ 
ers and all other powers vested by this 
constlt|ition in the goyornment of the 
United States or in any departm ent or 
office thereof. 


AJttention is also callefl to tha fact 
that nowhere in the constitution Is the 
president given any exclusive authority 
to deal with foreign nations, this l>eing 
merely a custom which has grown up, 
his only authority according to the con­ 
stitution being to appoint diplomatic 
and other officers, and then only by and 
with the consent and advice of the sen­ 
ate. On the other hand, congress is 
specifically given tho authority to pun­ 
ish offenses against the iaww of fiations, 
to declare war, to raise and support 
armies and the navy, to make rules for 
the Regulation of the land and naval 
forces, etc.

In W harton International Law Digest 
is quoted Secretary Seward’s letter to 
Mr. Dayton, our m inister to France, 
April 7, 1864, as follows: 
"The question

or reactionary governments Is one ex­ 
clusively for the executive, and cannot 
be determined internationally by con­ 
gressional action.” 


The following decision of the supreme 
court of the United States ia also quoted; 
"In political m atters the courts follow 
the departm ent of government to which 
those m atters may be committed, and 
will not recognlae the existence of a 
new governm ent till It has been recog­ 
nized by the executive." 


A dispatch from Clncninati gives the 
following opinion obtained by a local 
paper from Judge Cooley, of Michigan: 
"The power to recognize belligerency 
and the lawfulness of action In defence 
of a government alleged to be de facto 
must devolve upon the executive power 
of the country, which can recognise 
no belligerent governments until 
the 
fact is clearly made known to it th at 
there is in existence 
a 
government 
m aintaining itself and enforcing Its au ­ 
thority against any other. 


"But the president’s 
power is not 
complete and final. The sovereign legis­ 
lative power must provide for final In­ 
tercourse, and pass laws for the pur­ 
pose; laws which tho president would 
be impeachable if he should not join in 
executing. W hat he does In recognis- 
injir a new nation is clearly in part 
leglHlatlve, and the action 
taken, if 
taken l)y the president alone, would be 
HO far defective as to bo impossible 
of execution without being perfected 
now or In the future by the sovereign 
legislative power.
